Dear Mr. Edwards: -

In the guidance document (issued 9/11/86) for the subject reregistration,
there is a requirement for "Simulated or Actual Field Testing for Aquatic
Organisms (No. 72-7)." Enclosed for the Agency's review are two copies of
Mobay's protocol for satisfying this requirement. - The protocol is entitled
"STUDY PFLAN AND TEST PROTOCOL: Mesocosm Test for Env1ronmenta1 Fate and
Ecological Effects of GUTHIO

Please note, Mobay is proposing to do a mesocosm study based on guldance from-

the Agency. The azinphos-methyl guidance document (Footnote No. 9, page 116) : ;
states: "However, a mesocosm study, using both fish and aquatlc 1nvertebrates, 5
is likely to be more appllcable to (all) reglstered sites." S :

In addition, Mobay recently recelved an Agency review of a protocol for an
"aquatic field study with reference to Mobay's pending registration of
BAYTHROID 2 for use on cotton, EPA File Symbol 3125-GLR. Briefly, the Agency
rejected the field study protocol and indicated a mesocosm study would be
preferable. : ‘ S ; o

. If the. Agency agrees with our proposed mesocosm size, type and location
(Stanlev, Kansas), then (weather permitting) Mobay will start construction of -
‘the ponds. Please note, after the construction of the ponds and introduci.ion - R
(at various stages) of all the aquatic organisms, our protocol calls for a one -
year equilibratijon of the ponds before treatment. ' This period is identical to
the equalibration period recommended in the Agency's 1/22/87 Draft Guldellnes‘
for: Aquatlc Mesocosm Tests To Support Pesticide Reglstratlons. '

After equ111brat10n of the ponds, treatment will be conducted in the spring
~and summer (normal application times) and post treatment sampling and aralysis
will continue through the remainder of the treatment calendar year. Report
- preparation should be complete in sprlng of the calendar year follow1ng
- treatment year. : .
